ROME, July 14—(Bulletin)—The Pope has been more delirious since 


noon, and has not been able to recognize any of his attendants. This after- 
noon completes the 5th day since the Pope's execretions have practically ceas- 
ed. Though the prelate ,ls taking but a minimum amount of nourishment, 
the amount of poison tn his system has reached a dangerous quantity. 


PARIS, July 14—Cardinal Rampolla this morning telegraphed the Nun- 


cio confirming the extreme gravity of the Pope's condition. 


ROME, July 14— (Bulletin)—The officffiial bulletin issued by the Pope's 


physicians this morning showed that His Holfness was still in a most criti- 
cal state.

;"The orbit of the comet has been 
compueted by Prof. Perrine. It is now 
in a parabola in such a way that its 
nearest approach to the sun will occur 
August 25, at a distance o" about 31,- 
000,000 miles. Its present 
distance

The Antiquity of Hospitals. 


Many centuries before the Christian 


era there existed in India and Ceylon 
institutions which performed the func- 
tions of hospitals (Real-Encyelopadie, 
Eulenburg). They were built and main- 
tained by the Buddhists. In the Scrip 
ture there Is a mention of what ^he 
Hebrews called Bethesda, but this was 
nothing more than a few rude huts in 
the neighborhood of a mineral s 
supposed to kave healing properties. 
According to Lecky ("History of Euro- 
pean Morals"), the first hospital was 
founded by a Roman lady named Fa- 
biola, about the fourth century, at 
Rome. Soon after another hospital was 
founded by St. Pammachus, and an- 
other by St. Basil' at Cres.irea. During 
the crusados numerous hospitals arose 
in all parts of Europe. San Spiritu, 
built by Innocent III., was erected in 
1204 
at Rome. The first hospital in 


England was built by T i r •"• •. ;i'-ch- 
bishop of Canterbury, m lObO. 
The 


first hospital of any s.re erected in 
America was the Pennsylvania hospi- 
tal in Philadelphia, beuun in 1751 by 
Dr. Bond and Benjamin Fi 
Philadelphia Medical Journal.

position In the world of mild narcotic 
pleasures. The annual production of 
the famous brand of tobacco is between 
40,000, and 50,000 .pounds, the total pro- 
duction "of the world famous vaeheries 
of St. James parish. Yet it is of record, 
according to the statement of a drum- 
mer who was receuuj m New CU<MU>, 
that his house uses 200,000 pound* of 
perique tobacco a year as an ingiedieut 
of one of the 'perique mixtures' sup- 
plied to the smoking public of America. 
Where the perique comes from" the 
drummer does not know, but be knows 
that his house last year sold perique 
mixture in volume sufficient to account 
for the disposal of four or five times 
the entire production of the genuine 
perique crop. 


"The term "perique crop,' however, is 


a misnomer, for perique tobacco is not 
a natural product, but manufactured. 
A particular tobacco is grown aud then 
treated especially, with the result of 
what is commercially known as per- 
ique. The many imitations with which 
the public are supplied are, it is said 
by experts, virtually the same in qual- 
ity and flavor, though not the same as 
perique in either'the1 original natural 
leaf nor in process* ef manipulation into 
marketable ways, acetic acid being 
used by some commercial houses, 
whereas the genuine peryjue is not sub- 
jected to the influence of apy .foreign 
matter whatever."-^ew Orleans Times 
Democrat.

Tahlequah is the 
capital of the Cherokee nation, Okmul- 
gee of the Creek nation, TisTiomingo of 
the Chickasaw nation, Wewoka of the 
Semiuole nation and Tuskahoma of the 
Choctaw nation.

The Balkan Crowns. 


Assassination tempered by abdication 


—such has been the fate of most Bal- 
kan rulers. Since the Balkan peoples 
were 
emancipated King 
Otho of 


Greece, Prince Cuza of Roumania, 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, Prince 
Alexander Karageorgevitch and King 
Milan of Servia have been forced to 
abdicate, while Prince Danilo of Mon- 
tenegro, Prince Michael, King Alexan- 
der and Queen Draga of Servia, as 
well as Kara George, the Servian lib- 
erator, have been murdered. 


In addition attempts were made on 


the lives of the late Queen Amalia and 
King George of Greece, as well as on 
the late King Milan of Servia. 


Out of the sixteen Balkan rulers who 


have held sway during the last century 
four alone—two Montenegrins and Mi- 
losh Obrenovitch I. and the short lived 
Milan Obrenovitch II. of Servia—died 
peacefully on their thrones, while four 
are still alive. The remaining eight 
were all murdered or expelled, and 
even Milosh Obrenovitch ^vas once 
compelled to abdicate temporarily.

Description of Instrument to 


Be Mounted at Bulawayo. 


LIGHT IH WEIGHT, BUT DURABLE. 


It Is Very Similar to Those In Use 


mt Georeetoivn Val\ ernity and tlie 
United States JJ»-ral Observatory. 
Results «1 Observation to Be Sent 
to WttthinKtom Before Given to the 
"World. 
South Africa TVill Shortly have one of 


the finest telescopes in the world, suys 
the Washington Post. 
This magnifi- 


cent instrument was built in Washing- 
ton. 
It is constructed much on the 


same lines as those at Georgetown uui- 
versity observatory 
and the United 


States Naval observatory. 
It is the 


same size optically, the object glass 
having aa aperture of twelve inches. 
However, as the latitude of Bulawayo, 
Rhodesia, for which, place the instru- 
ment is intended, is 20 degrees soutii 
Instead of nearly 40-degrees north, as 
tlie location in Washington, the ar- 
rangement of the instrument is neces- 
sarily different. The focus is five feet 
shorter, and oa this account the mount- 
ing is lighter. 
• j 


This telescope is- very rigidly built, 


although mere weight was not the ob- 
ject sought. The telescope tube weighs 
about one ton, and about 5,000 pounds 
are moved -when the instrument • is 
turned in right ascension. It consists 
of a heavy iron pillaivoa--top of which 
rests the head' stock carrying the polar 
and declination • axes. 
The 
former 


points to tlie pole, and it is made to ro- 
tate by means of clockwork at the exact 
rate the stars move, so that if a star bo 
brought into the field- of the telescope 
it can be kept in view for hours, sis the 
clock moves with the utmost regularity. 
Should any deviation occur on account 
of difference in friction in different po 
sltions this is instantly corrected by an 
ingenious arrangement called the con- 
trol, which is affected electrically and 
governed by the standard clock of the 
observatory that moves easily with the 
stars. The two axes of the Instrument 
—the polar and the declination—are 
provided with circles used to point the 
telescope to a certain position in t 
sky, and the fine graduations can be 
read from the eye end by means of mi- 
croscopes. For approximate and more 
rapid setting these circles are also pro 
videcl with coarse ja'aduaticns which 
can be seen with tho naked eye. 


There is another arrangement, how- 


ever, which enable"? the observer to set 
the telescope without looking at the 
circles and without calculating the 
hour angle of the object sought. This 
consists of two dials placed at the 
sonth end of the pillar at the heigh L 
of the observer's eye. The two axes of 
the instrument are geared down and 
end in two hand wheels; by turning ei 
ther of these the motions are indicated 
on the dials. Each dial hand moves at 
double the speed of the corresponding 
axis. 
The declination dial is figured 


from naught to ninety degrees each 
way, the smallest space being one de- 
gree. The right ascension dial has five 
second spaces and is driven by an or- 
dinary eight day clock. 
As the dial 


turns with the star :md the band with 
the telescope, this arrangement per- 
mits to set by right ascension instead 
of calculating the !iour angle, which 
consumes much tiri«>. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the large numln-r of gears involved 
in driving this mechanism, the total 
back lash is so pi:i,'H that a star of 
known co-ordinatp.- i- brought near the 
center of the finding- at once. George 
N. Saegmuller is th»- inventor of this 
.valuable instrument. He planned it in 
188S, and a few y(«r= later he placed it 
in the great Denver telescope of twen- 
ty inches aperture, built in Washing- 
ton. 


The lightness of this South African 


telescope is rcniarl. .v)le, while at tut 
same time every i rt is strong and 
durable. The fore.- -'ecessnry to mo\e 
the instrument is ai>"iit four [>«.>Uii<i^ on 
tt radius of seven iii' :ies. The motions 
are also communi'M--d to the eye end. 
and it tikes' only a force of about two 
ounces to clamp ui.<! remove the tele- 
ecope either in ric'ht ascension or dec- 
lination. The fine 1 >ur circles can be 
read from the floor - "d. the declination 
circle from the "ye <-nd of the instru- 


ment. THIs eye cud is so arranged tfiat 
the spectograph and photographic ap- 
paratus can be rendily attached. The 
Illumination is by means of incandes- 
cent lamps, and. in addition, there i« a 
self adjusting oil lamp. A very com- i 
plicated measuring apparatus, called j 
the position micrometer, accompanies 
this instrument.
